Rights Binge’ on Be- 
half of the Accused 
Hampers Law En- 
forcement. 


Society itself, as well as an 
individual accused of crime, is 
entitled to equa! protection under 
the law, prosecuting officials de- 
clared yesterday at a meeting 
of the American Bar Associ- 
ation’s criminal law section at 
Statler Hilton Hotel. 


The consensus of the speakers 
was that the United States, aided 
by “‘hair-splitting’ high court 
decisions, has been on a “civil 
rights binge’’ that has seriously 
hampered efforts of law enforce- 
ment agencies to combat organ- 
ized crime. 

District Edward S. 
Silver of Brooklyn, N.Y., de- 
clared the public, as well as 
the defendant, is entitled to due 
process under law, and that this 
has nothing to do with the prob- 
lem of civil liberties. 

“Too often the term ‘civil lib- 
erties’ has been used as a mon- 
key wrench or a red herring to 
confuse problems that in no way 
involve or affect civil liberties,” | 
he said. | 

Epidemic of Crime. | 

Another speaker, County At- 
torney Keith Mossman of Vin- 
ton, Ia., declared crime has | 
reached “epidemic proportions’”’ 
in the United States, with more 
than 3,000,000 major offenses 
being committed annually at a 
cost of more than 22 billion dol- 
lars. 

“Individual rights and free- 
doms must be weighed against 
the Tights of the general pub- 
lic,” Mossman declared, “and in 
the war on crime some individu- 
al rights and freedoms must. of 
necessity, be sacrificed in order 
to bring the criminal to jus- 
tuce.”’ 

He said individual civil liber- | 
ties must be protected and main- 
tained, as guaranteed by the 
Fourteenth Amendment. But, he 
said, this amendment makes no 
distinction between the guilty 
and the innocent and applies not 


Attorney 
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Only to persons accused of 
crime, but to all persons. 
“Great concern has been 


shown in the past several years 
by our courts and law-making 
bodies for the rights of those 
accused of the commission of a 
Crime,’’ Mossman continued. 


Right to Feel Safe. 

“The same concern and con- 
sideration, however, has _ not 
been given to the rights of pub- 
lic and law-abiding citizens—the 
right to teel safe and secure in 
one’s home, the right to walk 
the streets of our cities in se- 
curity and safety. .. . the right 
to know that one’s children are 
free from narcotic peddlers, 
murders and rapists. 

“This country can’no longer af- 
ford a civil rights binge that 
so restricts law enforcement 
agencies that they become in- 
effective and organized crime 
flourishes. Law _ enforcement 
agencies must not be handcuffed 
by the false and unrealistic ap- 
plication and expression of civil 
liberties to the point that law 
enforcement breaks down.” 

A similar view was expressed 
by District Attorney J. Frank 
Coakley of Oakland, Calif. He 
said: 

“In the matter of civil rights 
and liberties, the pendulum has 
swung far to the left. It is about 
time for it to swing back to the 


middle where there will be equal | 
obli- | 


emphasis on civil duties, 
gations and responsibilities and 
where, once more, there will be 
at least equal protection and 
due process for the law-abiding 
citizen.” 

Unfriendly Legislators. 

The prosecutor’s problems, 
Coakley declared, stem from 
many causes, including legis- 
lators unfriendly to law enforce- 
ment because of conflicting self- 
interest “or a misguided obses- 
sion that liberalism and effective 
law enforcement are somehow 
incompatible.”’ 

“He said some trial judges who 
are afraid of reversals or con- 
fused by the trend of inconsistent 
decisions, ‘‘play it safe” by ruling 
against the state in criminal 
cases. 

Another cause, he declared, is 
“the failure of the organized bar

Ihe House and Senate gave 
their final indorsement to a 
peacetime record appropriation 
of $46,662,556,000 to bolster Mr. 
Kennedy's stand against Com- 
mtinist aggression in Berlin or 
any other world trouble spot. 
The House passed the bill on a 
smashing 380-0 roll call vote. 
The Senate followed suit by 
voice vote shortly afterward, 
sending the big money bill to 
the White House 

The total included the full 
$3,500,000,000 extra which Mr. 
Kennedy asked for after Russian 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
threatened to make a separate 
peace with East eGrmany by 
the end of the year. 


This money will go for extra 
manpower and more planes and 
missiles It will also provide 
for a start on development of 
fallout shelters which House

Approval of the $207,000,000 
civil defense fund was a sharp 
reversal of House policy. Mem- 
bers through the years have 
been cool toward civil defense 
As recently as June 7, the House 
turned down an Administration

Republicans objected today to

Plant Knocked Out. 

The blast in the processing 
building knocked the instant col- 
fee producing plant out of oper- 
ation. John C. Sluder, Nestle 
vice president in charge of man- 
ufacturing, said it will be at least 
eight months before production 
resumes. 

The plant warehouse, filling 
department, dryer, substation, 
boiler room and engine room 
were left intact. . Sluder said 
warehouse, engineering and 
maintenance employes will con- 


tinue working for as long as 
possible. 
Company officers were pre- 


paring a damage estimate but 
doubted it would be completed 
before several days. 

A driving rain was falling 
when volunteer rescuers found 
the bodies of Victor Frisse, 57 
years old, and Shelby Dotson, 


22. at about 1:30 a.m., more 
than 12 hours after the blast. 
at least 30 feet of rubble. It 


took two hours to dig them free. 
Working in Building. 

Both men were working in 
the three-story building where 
the explosion occurred. The 
building, once part of a brewery, 
housed extractors used to brew 
coffee.

In response to a question at 
his press conference, Mr. Ken- 
nedy said the agreement is 
similar to the arrangement be- 
tween former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon. 

The agreement, released later 
by press secretary Pierre Salin- 
ger, is identical to the Ejisen- 
hower-Nixon arrangement with 
respect to major «procedures 
governing a temporary take- 
over by the Vice President 

Salinger told reporters the un- 
derstanding with Johnson was 
not’ prompted by any concern 
over Mr. Kennedy’s health. He 
termed it a purely precautionary 
measure and said it had been 
under study for some time. 


In almost seven months in of- 
fice, Mr. Kennedy has suffered 
two minor illnesses—a wrenched 
back and a virus infection. Since 
his recovery from the latter ail- 
ment, his health has appeared to 
be excellent. 

The agreement between Eisen- 
hower and Nixon was announced 
1958, a little more than 
three months after the former 
President suffered a mild stroke 
Eisenhower suffered three major 
illnesses in his two terms—a 
heart attack in 1955, an intes-

As the debate over ownership

of a commercial space communi- 
cations system continued to pick 
up impetus in Congress, was 
isclosed that the United States 
plans to place four experimental 


communications satellites 


orbit next year. 

Three will be civilian satellites, 
the relay satellite being built by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration and two 
satellites being developed by the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. and to be launched at cost 
by the Government. 


Army To Launch One. 


The Army told the House Sci- 
ence and Astronautics Committee 
today that before these civilian 
satellites are launched in the mid- 
die of next year it plans to put 
up an experimental! version of its 
Advent satellite into a 5000-mile- 
high orbit. 

The hearings before the House 
and Senate Committees revolved 
around the two most controver- 
sial issues in setting terms for 
private ownership of a communi- 
cations satellite system.

The Federal Communications 
Commission has proposed to 
meet this problem by requiring 
competitive bidding for equip- 
ment. The burden of the Small 
Business Administration's testi- 
mony was that unless specific 
safeguards and requirements 
were established at the outset, 
the big communications compa- 
nies would find ways to get 
around such a broad policy state- 
ment. 


Cites Possible Methods. 

Among the methods used to 
avoid buying from small firms, 
Mannes said, are grouping to- 
gether items in such large quan- 
tities that large business sources 
must be sought, specifying pro- 
prietary items, establishing un- 
necessarily short lead times and 
denying fina financi al assistance in 


the form of progress payments. 

Meanwhile, James Webb, head 
of NASA, ran into critical ques- 
tioning in an appearance today 
before the’ Senate small business 
subcommittee on monopoly.

‘Adolf Eichmann acted for the 
perpetration of these crimes with 
which he is charged in the most 
extreme and merciless way con- 
ceivable,”’ Hausner told the three 
judges who will decide whether 
Eichmann bears major responsi- 
bility for the Nazi slaughter of 
6,000,000 Jews. 

“Tl ask you, oh judges of Israel, 


to render a just and truthful 
verdict,”” he said.

BOAT SEIZED IN

KEY WEST, Fla., Aug. 10 (AP) 
— A 38foot Cuban navy patrol 
boat was seized yesterday in an- 
other move by a Miami adver- 
tising firm to collect on a bad 
debt it says is owed by Fidel 
Castro’s government. 

Monroe county sheriff's of- 
ficers seized the boat, the SV8, 
which had been under Coast 
Guard jurisdiction since its ar- 
rival here July 29 with three 
Cuban defectors aboard. 

Lt. R. W. Willcox, command- 
er of the Key West Coast Guard 
station, turned over the $55,000 
boat to the sheriff's men under 
an order from the Dade County 
Circuit Court. 

There has been speculation 

that the United States might con- 
sider a Cuban offer to exchange 
the patrol boat for an Eastern 
Air Lines Electra plane hijacked 
and flown to Cuba recently. 
' Charles R. Ashman, attorney 
for Erwin Harris of Harris & 
Co., said, ‘‘We will under no cir- 
cumstances consider exchang- 
ing legally seized property for 
pirated airplanes. This is just 
another example of Castro’s pi- 
racy and blackmail.”’ 

Harris has had 10 Cuban 
planes seized to satisfy a court 
judgment against Castro for 
money Harris asserted was owed 
him bv the Cuban tourist agency.

A Health Group's Answer 
In your editorial on the Rocke- 
feller report, ‘A Look at the Health 


Groups,’’ you state that ‘“‘the com- 
petition for the $1,500,000,000 con- 
tributed each year by Americans for 
special kinds of medical research 
and care is bitter and wasteful. 
Thus, 100,000 voluntary agencies 
provided in 1958 only 6 per cent of 
the money for medical research 
compared with 47 per cent provided 
by the Government.” 


Your statement is wrong. The re- 
port says that this sum is employed 
for ‘‘health and welfare,”’ not ‘‘med- 
ical research and care.’ In addi- 
tion to a comparative handful of 
health groups, the 100,000 agencies 
include scores of thousands of non- 


medical welfare organizations like 
Salvation Army, Girl Scouts, Urban 
Leagues, all estimable groups to be 
sure, but not devoted to medical re- 
search. The vast preponderance of 
all these 100,000 agencies are al- 
ready in United Funds and Commu- 
nity Chests and, therefore, cannot 
compete for funds in public cam- 


paigns. 
* . 

Secondly, you imply that ‘‘the 
health groups” are causing all that 
competition for $1,500,000,000. Fact 
is that the 10 or so major national 
voluntary health agencies annually 
raise about $160,000,000, not much 
more than 10 per cent of the total. 

It is, I think, unfair to tax the 
health agencies for not providing 
more than 6 per cent for research 
while the Government provides 47 
per cent. We don’t have the Gov- 
ernment’s taxing power. We must 
raise funds through volunteer work- 
ers from volunteer givers. 


The major health agencies, the 
National Foundation (March of 
Dimes), Heart, Cancer, TB, Muscu- 
lar Dystrophy and so on, give as 
much as 30 per cent of their collec- 
tions to research. They have other 
programs to finance. In the case 
of the March of Dimes 61 per cent 
alone has been employed since 1938 
for actual patient care of 300,000 
polio cases, which is one of the pur- 
poses of this organization. All health 
groups have programs of profes- 
sional and public education. 


What we're telling you is that we 
know our business and our record 
proves it. We believe that the same 
is true of the other major health 
groups. Any collective fund will 
blight their programs, their drive 
and their initiative. At the same 
time it is naive to believe that still 
another super-fund is going to suc- 
ceed here or anywhere else when 
the United Funds battle for months 
on end throughout this country to 
make their quotas—and frequently 
don’t. 

On the basis of our achievements 
we merit far better support than is 
currently the case.

Airports Are Metropolitan 


Whatever the outcome of the pending pro- 
posal to reopen Parks Airport at Cahokia, the 
Parks situation offers eloquent testimony to 
the overriding need of handling the airport 
function on ad metropolitan basis. 

The effort to rescue Parks from being 
totally consumed by subdividers who have 
bitten off one of its three runways (or per- 
haps to bail out those same subdividers) is 
one of four potentially competitive airport 
schemes currently being considered in various 
parts of Metropolitan St. Louis. 

The Parks proposal, backed by the East St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, is designed for 
executive-type aircraft; but sponsors talk of 
expanding it eventually into a major airport 
with perhaps a supporting industrial park. 
At the same time St. Louis and St. Louis 
county are jointly pushing plans to acquire 
and expand Weiss Airport in Fenton as a 
facility to handle executive planes. Also a 
private firm has unveiled plans for an air- 
Strip in the Gumbo area for private and ex- 
ecutive planes; an industrial park is in the 
picture, too. 

And then of course there is the plan of 
the Bi-State Development Agency and the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce’s Industrial Park Corp. to locate a 
major airport and large industrial park some- 
where in nearby Illinois. The partners also 
have hopes of developing a landing strip for 
executive aircraft as well as a heliport within 
the Columbia Bottoms industrial park. 

The St. Louis metropolitan area may very 
well need and be able to support all of these 
facilities, especially if it can accelerate its 
lagging rate of economic growth. These are 
also tools to stimulate growth. But at the 
moment at least it may not be economically 
sound to bring them into being all at once, 
as the various sponsors evidently have in 
mind. A system of priorities is clearly called 
for, which in turn requires an agency with 
power to plan on a metropolitan basis. 

This should be Bi-State’s assignment. Bi- 
State is the only arm of local government 
empowered to operate throughout the met- 
ropolitan area. Bi-State could run each of 
the airstrips currently proposed, and in our 
judgment it should if they fill real needs 
Airports are metropolitan in nature, and they 
ought to be operated by an agency with a 
metropolitan outlook, not by a single local 
government whose interests may not always 
coincide with those of the area at large. 

The trouble is that Bi-State has no taxing 
power. Consequently, it can take on only 
those projects that can be financed through 
revenue bonds—that is, projects that are sure 
money makers. The only proved money 
maker in this functional area is Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, which is owned by the City of 
St. Louis. Lambert’s “profits” are modest— 
about $200,000 in the last fiscal year—but 
the cash in effect is used to subsidize the mu- 
nicipal tax rate for St. Louisans, not metro- 
politan airport expansion. 

It is hard to escape the logic of the propo- 
Sition that the St. Louis area ought to put all 
of its airports, including Lambert, in one 
basket—and that the best basket is the agency 
which already exists to serve metropolitan 
needs. The highly successful New York Port 
Authority got into the airport business by re- 
ceiving the money-making Newark Airport as 
a gift. Some day St. Louis will have to face 
up to the fact that this kind of development 
makes sense. 


Lonely Struggle 


The courage to fight a lonely battle, and to 
fight it harder because it may be a losing bat- 
tle, was displayed by Senator Proxmire in his 
two-day attack on confirmation of Lawrence 
O’Connor Jr. for the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. President Kennedy proposed the Texas 
oil man for the FPC, Speaker Rayburn wants 
him there and so does the oil and gas industry. 

Against such opposition, Senator Proxmire 
did not expect to win. The Wisconsin Sen- 
ator did hope to stave off further appoint- 
ments of industry men to federal agencies 
which regulate their industries. If such ap- 
pointments have somehow become traditional, 
the tradition totally opposes the purposes of 
regulatory law and the interest of consumers. 
Senator Proxmire fought in a worthy cause; 
that so few Senators joined him hardly seems 
worthy of the Senate. 


Castro Gets Wise 


Premier Castro exercised unaccustomed 
prudence in freeing so promptly the Pan 
American jet hijacked over Mexico. He must 
have known, from the degree of hysteria 
aroused in Congress and elsewhere by the 
El Paso hijacking, that to temporize with 
this one would be playing with fire. 

The two events together will, we hope, re- 
mind Americans that not every insane act 
by an Algerian fanatic or an Arizona ex- 
convict can be built into a malevolent policy 
of piracy on the part of the Cuban govern- 
ment. Piracy is bad business, whether en- 
gaged in by individuals or governments. 
But the United States ought to be big enough 
to acknowledge that the traffic has been 
two-way. More Cuban planes have been 
hijacked into the United States than Ameri- 
can planes into Cuba. 

Meanwhile, of course, every sensible step 
must be taken to end this wave of dangerous 
madness which seems to feed on itself. The 
bill to make air piracy a crime punishable 
by life imprisonment should be passed. It 
is even more important that the crime be 
prevented, and we think the airlines can do 
the job in’ most cases without converting 
airliners into flying fortresses. 


Revisionists in Blue Jeans 


Anyone with a tendency to be overawed 
by the force of Soviet wile should give a good 
look at the terrible beating it is taking from 
blue jeans and Texas cowboy shirts in East 
Berlin. Among teen-agers there these items 
apparently have become the hottest craze since 
jazz. Though they are denounced as deca- 
dent, ugly and even un-Communist, they con- 
tinue dear to the hearts of the under-20. Marx 
and Lenin may have been cool enough after 
their fashion, but they are not in the running 
with Wild Bill Hickok and Billy the Kid. 

As the Soviet ideologists are learning the 
hard way, teen-age taste is a puzzle within a 
riddle within an enigma. Blue jeans are 
looked on in adult quarters of this country 
about as dimly as they could be looked on 
anywhere, but nobody has yet managed to 


make any yardage against them. As for the - 


Wild West legend, it has been booming a long 
while, without showing any signs of cyclical 


depression. If anything, what with TV, it is 
going greater guns than ever before. For all 
that was bad about the Old West, its saga is 
one of lusty independence, which has a way 
of charming the young heart everywhere. | 

Theoreticians of the party line are fighting 
a losing battle in this business. Even when 
the East German manufacturers decided that 
if they could not beat the fad they would 
join it, they were unable to get their products 
into orbit. The Sovietkinder prefered the 
genuine article. And incidentally, whenever 
the East Berlin teen-agers begin looking for 
a new fad, it occurs to us that decadent West- 
ern capitalists may find a ready-made an- 
swer to the question of what to do with any 
old coon-skin caps they happen to have still 
lying around.

Plan for their continent. Now they will have 
help on a similar scale. The United States 
has*agreed to terms for a 20-billion-dollar aid 
program in ten years. 

In ‘sum total, this actually is larger than 
the Marshall Plan, on which the United States 
spent more than 12 billions between 1948 and 
1951. However, not all the Latin American 
aid money will come from the United States. 
President Kennedy had suggested a commit- 
ment for half of it, or 10 billions. Secretary 
of the Treasury Dillon told the current inter- 
American conference in Uruguay that the re- 
mainder should come from foreign sources, 
including free nations that the United States 
had already assisted toward prosperity. 

The major difference between this and the 
Marshall Plan concerns the way in which the 
money will be used. The postwar Marshall 
funds were used to rebuild an industrial so- 
ciety in Europe that had already developed 
its industrial skills. Most Latin American na- 
tions lack such skills and have relatively few 
industries; their problem is to start almost 
from scratch. 


Moreover, before they can hope to indus- 
trialize heavily or to create more independent 
economies, the sister republics must lay an 
economic and social groundwork for growth. 
Initially, most American aid dollars will be 
used to help provide schooling, water sup- 
plies, slum clearance and localized industries. 
And Secretary Dillon, in his speech at Punta 
del Este, emphasized the need for self-help, 
particularly taxation and land reforms. 

Critics of the Marshall Plan once thought 
too little of its money had trickled down to the 
people; the Latin aid program has to start with 
the people. They cannot build viable economies 
unléss freed from feudal conditions that have 
imposed a static division between rich and 
poor. 

For its part, the United States agreed to 
Latin suggestions to scale down elaborate in- 
formation machinery proposed for the Alli- 
ance for Progress; the Alliance should speak 
chiefly with deeds. And a merely advisory 
planning staff will be substituted for the sug- 
gested seven-nation coordinating committee. 
Such nations as Mexico, Argentina and Bra- 
zil feel they are making progress with their 
own plans, and the United States must re- 
spect their individuality. 

After so long a wait, Latin Americans have 
accepted the Alliance program enthusiastical- 
ly. Only three years ago, the Eisenhower 
Administration was considering a program of 
100 millions. That, of course, was before 
Castro, who in a negative way inspired a 
great effort for progress without Castroism. 


Year Ahead of Time 


Within four days after Gov. Dalton signed 
a bill creating two new St. Louis county circuit 
judgeships, five Democrats rushed to file for 
the primary race for those posts. Two are 
men the Governor appointed to the judge- 
ships: George W. Cloyd and Drew W. Luten 
Jr. Yet the next Missouri primary is a whole 
year away. 

It is no reflection on the candidates to note 
that their haste is encouraged by Missouri 
law. The law provides advantageous top 
spots on the ballot on a first-come basis, and 
while it established a deadline for filing, it 
offers no opening date. Thus the state always 
has a host of early-bird candidates. 

Missouri ought to have a definite period for 
filing, and it ought to permit rotation of 
names on voting machines, but a bill with the 
latter purpose died in the recent legislative 
session. How long must an absurdity be com- 
pounded before tite Legislature sees the point? 


A Reluctance to List 


There is not much question that the Ameri- 
can Nazi Party is subversive, but we rather 
think Attorney General Robert Kennedy is 
right in declining to start the machinery for 
putting it on the Attorney General’s list of 
subversive organizations. George Lincoln 
Rockwell, fuehrer of this particular sector of 
the right-wing lunatic fringe, would like noth- 
ing better than a long legal contest over being 
listed. As the Attorney General says, it would 
build him up. It would give him a forum 
for the propagation of his doctrines, and 
much public attention he could not otherwise 
command. 

Mr. Kennedy might have mentioned an- 
other reason, which has some standing in 
American tradition, for letting George Lin- 
coln Rockwell alone. This is that under the 
guarantees of the Bill of Rights he should be 
free to say what he chooses, think what he 
chooses, and advocate what he chooses, no 
matter how deeply the great majority of us 
despise his doctrines. He would not, of course, 
be permitted to arm a band of storm troopers 
to march on the New York city hall. He has 
no legal right to engage in violent insurrec- 
tion. But so long as his “subversion” consists 
of talk, and advocacy, and assembly, the best 
and the constitutional way to deal with it is 
to trust the common sense of the American 
people. ? 

What is true of other subversive organiza- 
tions is true of the American Nazi Party: the 
appeal of their ideas to free minds does not 
depend upon whether they are or are not offi- 
cially listed as subversive. The Jewish Cul- 
ture Society,.the Knights of the White Camel- 
lia, the Joseph Weydemeyer School of Social 
Sciences (St. Louis), the Photo League of 
New York City, the Serbian-American Fra- 
ternal Society and the Quad City Committee 
for Peace did not become any less dangerous 
to the established order by being added to 
the Attorney General’s list; and the American 
Nazi Party will not become any more danger- 
ous by being left off. In fact, our feeling is 
that, on or off the list, they are all just about 
on a par, .% 
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Getting Rid of Bungling Doctors 


Some States Are Passing Laws to Oust Hopeless Incompetents

In a small West Coast hospital a rou- 
tine survey of surgical records recently 
turned up a series of what seemed to 
be remarkably unfortunate operations 
undertaken by a neurosurgeon.

The entire stack of material was 
shipped to two of the nation’s leading 
brain surgeons at the University of 
Michigan.

‘The work we have seen,” declared 
the Michigan doctors, “‘is not consist- 
ent with the practice of good neuro- 
logical surgery in any community.” 

The committee members summoned 
the surgeon and told him they were 
recommending suspension of his hos- 
pital privileges. The surgeon declined 
to accept the decision amicably. He 
made the entire matter public by bring- 
ing a defamation suit against members 
of the hospital committee for $500,000. 

When the case went to trial, the hos- 
pital won—not on any medical grounds, 
but on the basis that the committee 
had acted without malice. But the 
surgeon still had his license to prac- 
tice. He simply moved to another hos- 
pital. 

Many people have protested with 
equal annoyance when they have seen 
only minor punishment, or none at all, 
handed out to the bad actors in medi- 
cine—the fools and outright scoundrels 
who repeatedly make the wrong diag- 
nosis, use outmoded or worthless treat- 
ments, write the wrong prescriptions, 
perform unnecessary operations, bun- 
gle their surgical procedures, attempt 
operations for which they are not

It has been estimated that the incom- 
petent practitioners represent probably 
not more than 3 to 5 per cent of the 
240,000 doctors now in practice. These 
percentages may not seem large, yet 
they would indicate that inept or un- 
scrupulous doctors are being entrusted 
with the medical care of at least 5,000,- 
000 Americans each year. 


Under the laws of every state in the 
nation it is only the state government 
—usually through a board of medical 
examiners —that can isgue a license 
and admit a doctor to practice, and it 
is only the state that can revoke a 
license. 

Most state licensing boards still op- 
erate under laws that have been de- 
scribed as archaic and unrealistic. Few 
have specific provisions that can be 
used against a doctor who is bungling 
and slovenly, 

“We'd been looking to the state med- 
ieal examiners to do the job for us, 
but in 30 years they'd revoked only 
about two licenses,’’ says Dr. James 
Berge of Seattle. ‘‘This wasn’t very 
good, but we in the county and state 
medical societies weren't able to do 
much better.”’

A few physicians voiced their oppo- 
sition, feeling that somehow or other 
the plan would inevitably bring govern- 
mental control and socialized medicine. 
Nevertheless, the act was approved by 
the state Legislature and went into ef- 
fect late in 1955, with Dr. Berge as the 
first chairman of the board. 

With favorable court decisions in its 
support, the new board began to move 
more firmly. Within five years the 
board had clamped down on more bad 
doctors than had been disciplined in 


the previous half century. 


Unfortunately, in its present form 
the Washington state law contains no 
specific provision enabling the board 
to go after doctors who prove them- 
selves to be simply blundering, stupid 
and incompetent. 


“We couldn't get this into the first 
bill,” says Dr. Berge. ‘“‘But now I am 
confident that whenever the doctors in 
this state are ready to ask for it, the 
Legislature will give us this power 
too.”’ 

A law was recently adopted in Iowa 
with specific provisions to take away 
a doctor’s license for ‘‘incompetence in 
the practice of his profession.” Iowa 
medical officials feel it has not been 
used long enough to demonstrate its 
true values and weaknesses. 


More than 20 other states have. indi- 
cated that similar changes are under 
consideration. Last spring a bill was 
passed by the California Legislature to 
protect members of disciplinary com- 
mittees of hospitals and medical s0- 
cieties from libel and slander suits.

The 
best way to analyze this is not 
by juggling statistics and by 
comparing potentials as if they 
were actualities, The best way 
might be to look backward over 
two decades to see what an im-

Twenty years ago I was -in 
the U.S.S.R. during the war, The 
Germans had overrun the west- 
‘ern provinces, including the Uk- 
raine, and were in Smolensk 
preparing to grind on toward 
Moscow.

AT THIS TIME of year na- 
ture has a delightful way of trot- 
ting out a special treat for us 
each week. Of course almost 
every fruit and vegetable is 
available throughout the summer 
season, but there is a certain 
time when each reaches a peak 
of perfection. 

Last week after delays caused 
by rains, the home-grown toma- 
toes finally poured into market, 
full-flavored as only («ir own 
homegrowns can be. 

This week we are right on the 
threshold of the locally grown 
peach crop.. . also a little later 
than usual. From now on you 
can enjoy to the utmost those 
delicious Elbertas that are one 
of summer's special delights. 

We do hope that you kept Mon- 
day’s food section on peaches; it 
was timed so that you would 
have these recipes at fingers’ 
tips at the time that peaches 
from local orchards were begin- 
ming to come to market in 
volume. 

It also would be a good idea 
to keep today’s page so that 
when you find some exception- 
ally good peaches at attractive 
prices you will be all set to 
make those jams and preserves 
that will taste just as delicious 
mext winter as the fresh 
peaches do right now. 

We caa’t promise that this will 
be the week for it since the crop 
from near-by orchards is just 
getting under way, but we want- 
ed to alert you to keep a sharp 
eye on the situation from here on. 

Cantaloupes from the West are 
still fairly high; locally grown 
ones are beginning to come to 
market. Honeydew and Persian 
melons are quite expensive; the 
watermelon season {s now under 
way in southern Missouri, with 
prices attractive and quality 
good. 

Prices have worked up a little 
on nectarines but they pose no 
real problem. Apricots, on the 
other hand, are well into the last 
stages of their season. 

Farly Bartlett pears from the 
valleys of California are avail- 
able, but not as cheap as they 
will be at the peak of supply. 

Berries have thinned out as 
summer begins to wane; rasp- 
berries are virtually a thing of 
past, blueberries and strawber- 
ries are moderately priced. 

Wealthy and Duchess apples 
@re now the predominate vari- 
eties, quite reasonably priced, 
@s are bananas. 

The citrus family is well rep- 
resented by attractively priced 
limes and lemons. Large size 
oranges are expensive; the 
smaller ones moderate in cost. 

If you yearn for fresh pine 
apple, to add its fragrant aroma 
end delightful flavor to summer 
salads and desserts, you can 
find it—but be prepared to pay 
a fancy figure. Avocadoes also 
are available, but not for the 
budget-conscious. 


TOMATOES, as mentioned 
above, are now coming to town 
in volume; they might be des- 
cribed as the “vegetable of the 
week.” 

Corn is another excellent value, 
the bulk of it being rushed to 
market from growing areas in St. 
Louis county and nearby Illinois. 

As we check through our 
notes, the list of “good buys” is 
@ heartening one. Surely St. 
Louisans can take their pick of 
fresh vegetables at budget prices 
this week, 

Celery is a splendid invest- 
ment; so is cabbage, although 
there is a range in quality here 
which should alert you to choose 
Ht thoughtfully. Cucumbers, egg- 
plant, beans, greens, onions, 
radishes, summer squash and all 
types of potatoes (other than 
eweets) fall within this low-cost 
category. 

Peppers are very plentiful, 
with heavy deliveries of those 
grown near-by. You have your 
choice of the thick-shelled ones 
for stuffing, those with thinner 
shells which are quite satisfac- 
tory for seasoning purposes. 

THERE ARE PLENTY of 
good values at the meat counter, 
too. All cuts of the better 
grades of beef are fine buys. ..The 
pork market has been a little un- 
steady, but in general prices are 
not high. Veal is slowly working 
downwards, but is not a value 
compared to beef or pork; there 
is relatively little change in lamb. 

Turkeys and chickens are still 
very good buys, although chick- 
ens are working up a bit. 

New in St. Louis Markets: 
Check the dairy case in your 
favorite store for a new refrig- 
erated, ready-for-the-oven pro- 
duct. These are little Danish 
rolls made with layer after 
delicate layer of dough to make 
them flaky as can be, with a 
filling of chopped almonds and 
an almond-flavored sugar icing 
all ready to spread on the tops. 
Wonderful for breakfast or cof- 
fee break.

Incidentally, this is a wonderfully sim- 


ple way of establishing a reputation as a ‘‘splendid cook,’ with 


little effort. 

The peaches which now fill 
the fruit counters are especially 
well adapted for this purpose, 
since they combine beautifully 
with other fruits or with inter- 
esting flavorings. 

Even the career girl, with a 
small kitchen and limited stor- 
age space, will want to make 
at least a few jars of some 
peach delicacy to serve at those 
brunches which are her spe- 
cialty. 

Consider for example, Peach 
and Plum Jelly; served from 
the buffet at a company brunch 
it will make a fine accompani- 
ment for hot breads. 

Peach and Plum 
Jelly. 


Three and one-half cups juice 
(about two pounds ripe peaches 
and one and one-half pounds 
ripe plums). 

One-fourth cup lemon 
(two lemons). 

Seven cups sugar. 

One bottle liquid fruit pectin. 

First, prepare the juice. Pit 
(do not peel) about two pounds 
fully ripe soft peaches. Crush 
thoroughly. Crush (do not peel 
or pit) about one and one-half 
pounds fully ripe plums. Com- 
bine fruits. 

Add one-fourth cup water; 
bring to a boil and simmer, 
covered, 10 minutes. 

Place in jelly cloth or bag 
and squeeze out juice. 

Measure three and one-half 
cups into a very large saucepan. 
Squeeze and strain the juice 
from two medium-sized lemons. 
Measure one-fourth cup into 
saucepan with peach and plum 
juice. 

Then make the jelly. Add 
sugar to juices in saucepan and 
mix well. Place over high heat 
and bring to a boil, stirring con- 
stantly. At once stir in liquid 
fruit pectin. Then bring to a full 
rolling boil and boil hard one 
minute, stirring constantly. 

Remove from heat, skim off 
foam with metal spoon and pour 
quickly into glasses. Cover jelly 
at once with one-eight inch hot 
paraffin. 

Yield: about 11 medium 
glasses (five and one-half pounds 
jelly).

Judge Parsons was born Aug. 

He 
attended Millikin University at 
Decatur, Ill., working his way 
through college as a composing 
room laborer for the Herald-Re- 
view newspapers there 

He received his bachelor of 
arts degree in 1934 and took a 
position as instructor and head 
of the music department of Lin- 
coln University in Jefferson City, 
Mo 

From 1940 to 1942 he was mu- 
sic supervisor for the city 
schools of Greensboro, N.C. He 
served as bandmaster in the 
Navy in World War II. 

After the war, Judge Parsons 
entered the University of Chi- 
cago. He received a master of 
arts degree in 1946 and a doctor 
of jurisprudence in 1949. He has 
been an assistant corporation 
counsel for Chicago. 

On Sept. 24, 1951, Judge Par- 
sons was appointed Assistant 
United States Attorney for the 
Northern district of Illinois and 
served until Aug. 31, 1960. Since 
that time he has been a judge in 
Cook county. He is a Democrat.

In the last five weeks, Drys- 
dale has won as many games as 
he did in the first 244 months of 
the season—and the Dodgers 
have a one-game lead over Cin- 
cinnati. 


His First Grand Slam. 


Drysdale looked like a young 
man in a hurry to get the job 
done last night, hitting his first 
major league grand slam, check- 
ing Milwaukee on four hits and 
striking out 11 men for his tenth 
victory as the Dodgers walloped 
the Braves, 8-3 

While Drysdale has won three 
straight and five of his last six 
decisions, the Dodgers have won 
17 of their last 20, and have 
rolled up an amazing 25-6 record 
since tumbling to third on June 
29. In that same span, Cincinnati 
has a 25-16 record—which means 
the Reds have played seven 
games more than Los Angeles 
in that time, and have lost them 
all. 

The Reds, after losing four of 
their last five, got back on the 
beam again against Philadelphia, 
5-0, for a 16-0 record against the 
Phils. That’s one shy of the N.L. 
record for consecutive victories 
against one club in one season, 
set by Pittsburgh against the 
Reds in 1936. 

San Francisco defeated the 
Chicago Cubs 6-5, on Matty 
Alou’s ninth-inning homer, and 
St. Louis stopped Pittsburgh 4-0, 
on a grand slam by Julio Javier.

Righthander Joey Jay (16-7), 
the N.L.’s top winner, blanked 
the last-place Phils on six hits 
for Philadelphia’s thirteenth con- 
secutive defeat, one short of the 
club record. Elio Chacon walked 
and scored the Reds’ first run 
in the second inning off Don 
Ferrarese (2°9), and then belted 
his first major league homer in 
the fifth. 

Alou was 3-for-5 and drove in 
two runs for the Giants, break- 
ing a 5-5 tie with his home run 
off losing reliever Barney 
Schultz (5-3). Stu Miller (9-3) 
won it in relief after starter 
Mike McCormick had given up 
two-run homers by Andre 
Rodgers and Cub starter Bob 
Anderson.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
Everyone it seems, from former 
President Herbert Hoover down, 
is excited about the possibility 
of Mickey Mantle or Roger Mar- 
is of the New York Yankees 
breaking Babe kRuth’s record of 
60 home runs in 1927. 

Neither got a homer yester- 
day as the Yankees beat Los 
Angeles, 2-0, for their seventh 
Straight, but Mantle, with 43, 
and Maris, with 41, both are 
ahead of the Babe’s record pace 
34 years ago. Many think Mantle 
has the better chance of erasing 
the Babe’s mark, but will he? 

Only five years ago Mantle 
seemed to be in equally good po- 
sition to become the major 
league’s new home run king. He 
had 42 homers after the Yankees’ 
112th game on Aug. 14. At the 
end of August he still was ahead 
of Ruth’s 1927 pace with 47 
homers. But in September he 
added only five and finished with 
52. 

Once again Mantle is face to 
face with the task of beating 
the Babe’s 17-homer September 
production that, over the years, 
has stopped such famed sluggers 
as Jimmy Foxx, Hank Green- 
berg, Lou Gehrig, Hack Wilson, 
Ralph Kiner and Willie Mays. 

Only Kiner came close to 
guth’s September output. Ralph 
belted 16 in that month when he 
compiled his total of 54 in 1949. 
Foxx and Greenberg, each of 
whom belted 58, are next in Sep- 
tember productiog with 12. How- 
ever, the year Foxx got his 58— 
1932—he made only 10 in Sep- 
tember. He got his 12 in 1938 
when he finished with 50. That 
was the year Greenberg got his 
58 and with the record in his 
grasp, went without a homer in 
his last five games.

Father of 13 Has Carefree Look at 40

NEW YORK, Aug. 10 (UPI). 

REARING 13 CHILDREN 
might strike you as a king-sized 
job full of king-sized headaches. 

Now the Henry Kings, of 
Spring Lake, N.J., have a baker’s 
dozen of young ones ranging in 
age from 18 months to 15 years. 
No twins, either. 


Instead of headaches, they 
have king-sized smiles. 
“The whole bit is sort of 


funny,” 
view. 

Crew-cut, tanned and with blue 
eyes, King, 40, could pass for a 
carefree young bachelor. He’s 
infectiously optimistic—as is his 
petite wife — despite king-size 
bills. For example: 

—$165 a month for milk, eggs, 
butter; $100 or more for gro- 
ceries and meats; and $800 a 
year heating bill for an 18-room 
house, an $80 to $100 shoe bill 
every three or four months and 
school tuition of $1400 a year for 
just three of the children. 

King today brings home enough 
bacon for his brood. But at one 
time he didn’t know he’d be in 
such happy straits when the 
stork kept dropping off bundles 
of joy. 

‘We had — and have — faith,” 
King said. ‘“‘My wife has faith 
in me, I have faith in her and 
we all have faith in God.” 

King is president of the Quaker 
City Grocery Co., of Philadel- 
phia. It’s the best job he’s ever 
had—and it’s a rather new one. 

Recently King was a guest on 
Family Living ’61 — a Sunday 
morning radio show aired by Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. 

He just ‘‘showed up and talked” 
with Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
and Arlene Frances about lost 
values in family life. Miss Fran- 
ces selected him to replace her 
as moderator of the program 
throughout the summer. 

King said that he and his wife, 
3°, raise their children in the no- 
fuss manner. 


A GRADUATE of Manhattan 
College, he met his wife, a grad- 
uate of Mount St. Vincent Col- 
lege, on the subway. 

They used to get on 


King said in an inter- 


ye sub- 


way at the same stop. They 
talked. She held his books when 
he had to stand. They courted— 
he was then off to World War II. 

King’s sons—10 of them—are 
especially proud of their dad’s 
World War II medals, including 
a silver star won in the Solomon 
islands. 

After the war, the Kings mar- 
ried. He was 24; she, 23. He 
was broke. 

After they got started on their 
family, things got a little diffi- 
cult. At one point, his wife went 
to work on a weekly newspaper 
to help with family finances. 
When things took a turn for the 
better, she was able to give up 
the role of working mother. 


Here’s a capsule report on 
standard operating procedure in 
the King family: 

» Clothing: They all dress 
alike. Once when the family 
was in a Chicago department 
store, a woman asked—‘“‘Is this 
a family or a school?” One of 
the sons answered, ‘It’s a fam- 
ily. Wouldn’t you like my moth- 
er’s autograph, lady?” 

Discipline: The little ones 
get paddled when it’s necessary. 
The bigger ones are disciplined 
other ways. Example: The older 
Kings were told to read one book 
a week during the summer. The 
ones behind now are reading two 
a week to catch up. 


» Allowances: Modest. King 
sold souvenirs on a Statue of 
Liberty boat when he was 13. 
His mother, a widow, made $45 
a month as a seamstress. He 
worked his way through ‘high 
school and college. His oldest 
son, Michael, 15, now is swing- 
ing a mop at a beacn club. He 
makes $22 for a 40-hour week. 


He’s allowed to keep $5 a week. 
Out of that he must make his 
church contribution. 


» Music: The older children, 
seven of them, play the piano. 
One plays the guitar. 

» Education: Only exceptional 
television shows allowed during 
school year. 
part of family life as eating. 
Grades range from tremendous 
to terrible. ‘I’m totally unim- 
pressed with the kid who says 
he has too much homework,” 
King’ said. 

>» Spiritual: By the time a 
King child is five, he’s going to 
church with the family every 
Sunday. Usually, they occupy 
the first pew. Once they broke 
up the congregation when a King 
infant went along. “The baby 
cried,” King said. ‘“‘One kid 
yelled, ‘The baby wants a bottle.’ 
Another one said — ‘No he 
doesn’t; he wants a change.’ ” 


» Laughter: “We're a happy 
family,” King said. “But I’m 
not like a school chum with the 
children. My function isn’t to 
be a pal.’”’ What makes tle 
Kings laugh? Sample: A King 
son in the fourth grade was 
asked to write an essay telling 
what was in his mind at the mo- 
ment, He wrote: “I hate you, 
Sister.” Even the nun laughed. 
» Parental responsibility: Each 
child is an individual with capa- 
bilities. It’s the parental respon- 


sibility to discover these and | 


nurture them—with love and af- 
fection. 


» Money for college: King has 
nothing saved. “I contend,” 
King said, ‘‘that any kid of aver- 


age intelligence who wants col- 


lege can make it without having | 


his family hand it to him.”

Since there are 40 points in 
the deck and South bid a no 
trump, showing 16 to 18 points, 
your partner has one point (if 
declarer has 16) or zero (if de- 
clarer has 17). 

Of what use to you is all this? 
Well, let’s see. South wins the 
spade with the king and leads 
a diamond to the nine. You win 
it with the ace! This is part of 
a scheme you've worked out to 
beat declarer’s brains in. 

You lead the king of hearts, 
continue with the queen, and 
then play another heart. South 
takes the ace, finesses the ten 


of diamonds, and reaches for 
the trick (he thinks West has 
the queen). You gently push 


his hand away, win the diamond 
with thé queen, and cash your 
hearts to defeat the contract two 
tricks. 

Now let’s say you had won 
the first diamond trick with the 
queen and led three rounds of 
hearts. Declarer’s best play 
would then be to lead a club to 
the king and play a club back 
and finesse the jack. When it 
held, he would cash the ace and 
another club and come home 
with nine tricks. 

Winning the first diamond with 
the ace is a form of deception 
that can scarcely lose and, at the 
same time, it gives you a rea- 
sonable prospect of defeating the 
contract.

MONTERREY, Mexico. 

EACH YEAR, 500 high school 
and college students from the 
United States forsake hamburg- 
ers for tamales, rock-and-roll for 
marimba rhythms and slang for 
Spanish idioms, at a unique sum- 
mer school 150 miles south of 
border 

It is the International Summer 
School of the Instituto Tecnolo- 
gico y de Estudios Superiores de 
Monterrey, or to give it its popu- 
lar nickname, Monterrey ‘‘Tec.”’ 

This year, six St. Louisans, as 
well as groups from Stephens 
College and the University of 
Missouri, are among the students. 
In the modernistic buildings in 
the shadow of the Sierra Madre 
they learn irregular Spanish 
verbs, Mexican economics and 
Mayan archaeology. 

In their extra-curricular life, 
they learn such things as how to 
ride a burro, how to roll a tor- 
tilla, and—in the case of girl 
students—what it’s like to be 
serenaded by a romantic guitar-

“We're having a wonderful 
time,’” said pretty, blond Thirza 
Marsnall of University City 
“And we're learning a lot of 
Spanish, too. A nice boy from 
Nicaragua is helping me improve 
my accent.” 


Thirza and Jane Stamper, both 
of John Burroughs school, are 
taking the course for high school 
students, as are Lynn Frazier and 
Suzanne Franklin of Mary Insti- 
tute. Also from the St. Louis 
area are Richard Hedge and 
Susan Jones, with the University 
of Missouri group of 14. 

Going to school outside the 
United States is rapidly becom- 
ing more popular with students 
and this particular school has 
aroused Government interest be- 
cause of its good neighbor as- 
pects. 


Early in his career as Sec- 
retary of State, Dean Rusk, 
when asked if the United States 
was doing anything in the na- 
ture of cultural exchange with 
Latin American countries, 
cited the work of the Interna- 
tional Summer School, which 
has among its sponsors his 
former employer, the Rockefel- 
ler Foundation. 


On the second day of school 
this summer, a flurry was caused 
by the visit of Edward Kennedy, 
the President’s younger brother, 
who wanted to learn more about 
“16. 


*‘We believe he was impressed 
with what he saw,”’ said Com- 
modore Penn L. Carroll (U:S. 
Navy, retired), assistant to the 
school’s President Fernando Gar- 
cia Roel. *“‘Many efforts at Latin 
American relations are pointed 
south. This is one that is pointed 
north.” 

Much of the credit for encour- 
aging the flow of students from 
the States goes to Carroll and to 
another North American adviser, 
Lt. Col. Carter L. Hilsabeck, 
(U.S, Army, retired). Hilsabeck 
and his wife both are Missouri- 
born, and their three sons, Jim, 
Jon and Brian, attended St. Louis 
schools when the family lived at 
Jefferson Barracks. Both the Hil- 
sabeck and Carroll families came 
to Monterrey to visit and ended 
up ardent advocates of the school. 

**You hear a lot about the man- 
ana spirit in Mexico,”’ said Com- 
modore Carroll, ‘‘but they’re not 
manana about the things which 
interest them, such as the build- 
ing of this school.” 

The Instituto, a private school, 
was started in September 1943 by

The 
“band of brothers,’’ as they call- 
ed themselves, under Don Eu- 
genio Garza Sada underwrote the 
project heavily at first but now it 
has 500 business sponsors, among 
them many United States firms 
Proud of its reputation as ‘‘the 
M.I1.T. of Mexico,” now has 
lourishing engineer- 
ing, architecture, economics and 
agriculture, a handsome campus 
centered around its main build- 
ing with a bas relief mosaic 
exterior and wood paneled in- 
terior, It has grown so rapidly 
that Dean Inginiero (Engineer)

During the winter months, 
‘Tec’ is a technical school for 
men and a small minority of 


women but in summer it changes 
character overnight with its in- 
flux of North American boys and 


girls. 
“The Summer School which 
began in 1948 was inspired by 


our desire for service to our 
neighbors north of the border,” 
says Dean Inginiero Fernando 


A. Macillas. 
“The friendship works both 
ways,’” Carroll adds. ‘‘American 


students and teachers learn what 
Mexicans are like and Mexicans 
see Americans, not as someone 
who flits by in a big car on his 
way to a hotel, but as a friend.’ 

Many of the friends return 
year after year. Miss Johnnie 
Allison, Stephens College teach- 
er, has been bringing groups for 
13 years, and this year has 25 
girls. Dr. and Mrs. Ralph White, 
of Centenary College, Louisiana; 
Dr. John L, Bingham of Vander 
bilt University, Tennessee, and 
Dr. and Mrs. George Crow of 
Winthrop College, South Caro- 
lina, are old-timers. The largest 
group is one of 43 students 
brought by Dr. and Mrs. Heberto 
Lacayo of Florida State Univer- 
sity. South American, Chinese 
and German students are in this 
year’s enrollment. 

Throughout the winter, Carroll 
and Hilsabeck visit schools in 
the States to tell them of the 


program. Many schools send 
groups, some students come 
singly, others on tours which 


stay two weeks and visit other 
parts of Mexico, as a Southern 
Illinois U. group did last year. 


“Our big attraction here is 
the opportunity for students to 
speak Spanish,” said Col. Hil- 
sabeck. “Schools in the States 
have elaborate language lab- 
oratories and gadgets but we 


have something they can’t 
duplicate, natives who speak 
the language.”’ 

“It's a wonderful 


place to prac- 


tice,"’ said Mrs. Marjorie Dem- 
mer, University of Missouri 
teacher. “It’s close to the States 


but in downtown Monterrey you 


can be as lost in the Spanish 
language as if you were in A 
gentina.’ 


While staff and Mexican stu- 
dents usually speak English, 
maids and postal clerks often 
do not and the student is forced 
by necessity into living bilingu- 
ally. 

“IT wanted to buy 20 stamps,” 
sighed a Birmingham girl, ‘but 
I didn’t know the word for 20 
so I had to buy 10 twice.” 

“I'm making out pretty well,” 
said kichard Hedge. “‘My room 
in the dorm is next to that of 
two Mexican brothers, Guillermo 
and Jesus Soto, and they're a big 
help.’ 

Students can study Spanish as 
beginners with Johnnie Allison 
where they learn to roll the ‘‘r’s’’ 
n “Los carros del ferrocarril,” 


and sing a jingle beginning, 
“Pepsi-Cola es sabrosa para 
Usted y para Rosa.”’ Or they 
may be in one of the rapid fire 


conversational groups conducted 
by Professors Olivia Gonzalez in 
which twisted tongues trip frus- 
tratingly.

When the laughter dies down, 
Miss Gonzalez says No-no-no, 
one cannot speak Spanish ‘‘despa- 
cio”’ (slow) because that would 
not be Espanol which is a rapid 
language. 

Some non-language classes are 
in Spanish, others in English. 
One of the most popular of the 
latter is achaeology under Prof. 
Wilfrido DuSolier, distinguished 
archaeologist, author and debo- 
nair campus character who looks 
a little like Roberto Rosellini and 
intersperses data on Mayan ex- 
cavations with tales of how he 
shot his first tiger. (‘‘That tiger,” 
sniffed another faculty member, 
‘it gets bigger every year.’’) 

Classes are only part of the 
program. Each Saturday there
